Mayfield, Ky., Oct. 7. -Every 
ablebodied man in this county 
of 40,00U inhabitants enlisted to 
arm himsolf with a pick and 
shovel and work the public roads 
on October the 16 and 16, two 
special days that have l)een 
set aside for the parpoae.
